A correspondence has recently taken 


place betveen lion. Timothy Davis, Mem. 
her of Congress fro:n Iowa, and the exe- 
cutive committee ol the National Land Re- 
form Association. Mr. Davis approves 
generally of thu objects of the Association, 
but he thinks that if the present system ol 
selling the public lands continues, the price 
ought to 1)e ^increased, so ae to prevent 
their being bought by " mere speculators," 
The tendtncy, he saye, of the present sys- 
tem, is to bring the speculator between the 
settler and the Government, but if the 
price were greatly increased, the actual 
settler would hav« an advantage over the 
speculator, na the settler can afford to pay 
more for his farm than the man who buys 
on speculation. 


Mr. Davis would not, however, advocate 


an increase of the price, nor does he con- 
sider that the present mode of disposing of 
the lands would be objectionable, if provis- 
ion were reade to exclude speculators,' by 
requiring actual occupancy and cultivation, 
aiid a limit were placed upon, the amouct 
which any one man-might purchase. 
He 


says:

" Few industrious' men^ qualified to use 


lands, but can very easily acquire sufficient 
to pay for a reasonable quantity. If they 
cannot, it is a pretty good reason to sup- 
pose they would not benefit by the land if 
given to them." 


Mr. Davis' position does not satisfy the 


land reformers, and' they reply to him in 
n letter repeating their well-known argu- 


:; meutB in favor of free farms. They aeem 


to argue that a man should be at liberty to 
go and take possession of land wherever he 
found it unoccupied, and that no perpetual 
title should be given to land. What they 
want is not very clearly stated, though they 
appear to contend for a prohibition of all 


traffic in land, nnd its distribution ascord- 
ng to the wants or desires of the landless. 
They say:

God's 'law, and 
equally 
unprofitable. 


Slofes nrc utterly incapable ol supporting 
their oiVnert and themselves/ and' paying 
the ir creese in their value.

Eelfin addition." 


According (6 this argument—'if we catch 


correctly 
its drift--—the ownera of largo 


tracts of lands .and the owners ••of; slavea 
car not escape bankruptcy. But, if this 
were a truth, then it would be useless labor 
to Bgltote against slavery, because its tend- 
ency is to destroy itself; and it would bo 
nlso unnecessary to agitate for free farms, 
since the extensive land-owners must give ' 
their lands away to save themselves from 
ruin. 
Indeed our sapient land reformers

The best way, then, according to this ar- 


gument, to make land.valueless, ana ena- 
ble poor men to get it for the asking, is to 
allow the foolish speculators to buy up ao 
much of it that they must give it away 


escape the burdens which its pos- 


session impares. But the idea of thes> 
" reformers," that men should hot he al- 
lowed to traffic in land—that is, to acquire 
a title which they might afterwords sell— 


it; an absurdity which our people, will not 
endorse. We are in favor of freely open- 
ing the public lands to actual settlers, bu 
we are also in favor of the settler acquiring 
such a title to the land which he reclaim 
and cultivates that he could sell or ditpos 
of it as his property.

New York, Aug. 8— The steamship No- 


'a Scotian, .from Liverppol ,on- the.. 27lh 
ult., with four dayi' later European ad, 
vices; passed Farther Point, .yeaiwaay, on 
herway to Quebec: 'JJiir ''aarice; are'irii' 
teresling. Nothing defini('e':H'a'd transpired, 
with reference tolhe exp'«bted Eeao'e.-'Ccin- 
ferenee, nor was it yet known.with certain- 
ty whether Sardinia would take p'lirt in it, 
but it was expected that the representatives

of the three Powers would jneet at the end 
of July. It was reported that England • 
had given assurances of her: adhesion Id1 
the Congress,, on cpnditipn that a general 
disarmament of all the Powers should., iai- 
mcdiaiely take place, and it was believed - 
that this important step wb'iild-beitaken;— - 
Meantime the French fleet had sailed from 
Lussino, and-the army was reported as 
having commenced its. homeward move- 
ment. The London TimesJ Parh corres- 
pondent reports that Count VValewski had 
drawn up a plan for the Itaiian'Cohfedera- 
tion, by which it was to consist of sevent 
States, undei the nominal Presidency of 
the Pope, but really under the Govern- 
ment of the King of Sardinia arid .Naples 
alternately.
